Brown raised his foot and kicked her, 


but she plunged 
forward 
with

knife, striking liim fairly in the stom- 
ach. 
Maddened with frenzy and pain, 


the two 'battled back and forth, . the 
husband kicking and striking and the 
wife plunging the knife into her hus- 
band until with a fifth blow he fell 
dead. 


Brown was stabbed five times, once 


under fhe chin, twice In the stomach 
and twice in the right side. All made 
big,

them would have proven fatal.
